ing Will Benefit Western Cities. 


Washington. June 23.—The Inter­ 
state 
commerce 
commission's 
so 
called intermountain rate orders were 
sustained as valid by the supreme 
court, which held, at the same time, 
that the long and short haul clause 
of the interstate commerce law is con­ 
stitutional. 
Both had been attacked 
by the transcontinental railroads. 
The defunct commerce court, pass­ 
ing over the constitutional question, 
bad annulled the orders on the ground 
that the commission had no author­ 
ity to issue “blanket” or “zone” or­ 
ders and might act only on the rea­ 
sonableness of specific rates. 
The 
effect of the 
intermountain 
rate orders 
is 
that 
such 
Western 
cities as Keno, Spokane and Phoenix 
will be 
forced to 
pay 
upon 
their J 
freij-.ht from the East the regular rate j 
through to the Pacific coast and then 
also another rate from the Pacific 
back to their stations, because the 
railroads are competing with water 
borne traffic around Cape Horn or 
through the Panama canal. 


How Lines Can Charge. 


They will pay, however, certain in 
creases over the normal rates from 
certain 
zones. 
Thus the 
railroads 
may charge no more than the regu­ 
lar rate on shipments originating in 
the territory west of a vertical line 
drawn through St. Paul. 
They, however, may charge an in­ 
crease of 7 per cent on those originat­ 
ing between St. Paul and Chicago; 
not more than 15 per cent on those 
between Chicago and Pittsburg and 
not more than 25 j»er cent on those 
between Pittsburg and the Atlantic 
seaboard. 
Those 
increases 
the 
commission 
prescribed as reasonable because of 
the condition of the water competi­ 
tion. 
As a result of the decision all ques­ 
tion is removed as to the right of the 
commission, not only to pass on the 
reasonableness of a lower rate for a 
baul to a more distant city than to 
a nearer one in the same direction, 
but to fix how much the difference 
may be. 


Can Fix Rates by Zones. 


It recognizes the power of the com­ 
mission to fix such rates by zones, as 
distinguished from taking up the con­ 
ditions 
surrounding 
each 
point 
of 
shipment in the United States. 
Chief Justice White announced the 
unanimous decision of the court. 
He 
said the case turned largely upon the 
construction and validity of the long 
and short haul clause in the fourth 
section of the interstate commerce 
act as amended in 1910. 
His conclusion was that the amend­ 
ment in 1910 transferred from the 
railroads 
to 
the 
commission 
tile 
power hitherto reposed by congress in 
the railroads to determine what ex­ 
emptions should be made from the 
general prohibition against charging 
less for a long haul than for a short 
haul. 
He said lf It was valid for con­ 
gress to allow the railroads to exer­ 
cise the power it was valid for con­ 
gress to let the commission exer­ 
cise it.

Washington, June 23.—Criticism of 
the proposed treaty to settle differ­ 
ences between the United States an./ 
Colombia over the separation of Pan­ 
am a brought a formal statement from 
Secretary Bryan defending the clause 
expressing "sincere regret” on the 
part of the United States that any­ 
thing should have occurred to mar 
the friendly relations between the two 
countries, 
The expression “honest regret,” Mr. 
Bryan said, was used in the memoran­ 
dum drafted during the Taft adm in­ 
istration on which the present nego­ 
tiations sr woil as those which had 
failed previously were based. 
Despite opposition in the senate 
Mr. Bryan was hopeful that the treaty 
would be favorably reported and rati­ 
fied. 
Members of the foreign rela­ 
tions committee expected that cor­ 
respondence in the archives of the 
state 
department 
bearing 
on 
the 
treaty 
would 
reach 
the committee 
Wednesday. 
It will be referred to a 
subcommittee and made public. 
It is said that this correspondence 
will show that at one stage of the 
negotiations 
with 
Colombia 
during 
the Taft administration the Unitea 
States proposed to submit the dispute 
to arbitration 
with 
the 
knowledge 
th a t a verdict in favor of Colombia 
would mean a judgment for at least 
$40,000,000.. 
Secretary Bryan's state­ 
ment follows: 


Bryan Quotes Treaty. 


"Article I of the treaty now before 
the senate reads aB follows 
“ ‘The government of the United 
State** of America, wishing to put at 
rest all controversies and differences 
with the republic of Colombia arising 
out of the events from which the pres­ 
ent situation on the Isthmus of Pana­ 
ma resulted, expresses, in its own 
nam e and in the nam e of the people 
of the United States, sincere regret 
that anything should have occurred to 
interrupt or to mar the relations of 
cordial friendship that had so long 
rubsisted between the two nations. 
" ‘The government of the republic of 
Colombia, in its own name and in the 
nam e of the Colombian people, accepts 
this declaration in the full assurance 
that every obstacle to the restoration 
of complete harmony between the two 
countries will thus disappear.’ 
“ In what is known as the Dubois 
memorandum, made during the Taft 
administration, which presented the 
basis upon which he was authorized 
to negotiate a treaty, the following 
language is used: 
“ ‘The government and the people of 
the United States honestly regret any­ 
thing should have ever occurred to 
mar, in any way, the long and sincere 
friendship that existed for nearly a 
century between Colombia and the 
LTnited States, and the latter country 
has, for years, earnestly desired to re­ 
move the ill feeling aroused in Colom­ 
bia by the separation of Panama.’ 
"It will be seen from a comparison 
of the two paragraphs that they are 
identical in meaning and almost Iden­ 
tical in language.”

Supreme Court. 
St. Paul, June 23.—The federal su­ 
preme court decision upholding the 
interstate commerce commission’s or­ 
der in the intermountain rate case is 
expected to afford 
some important 
benefits to St. Paul. 
The commission’s order places rates 
from the Twin Cities territory to Spo­ 
kane on a parity with those to the 
Puget sound cities. 
When such rates are effective St. 
Paul and Minneapolis wholesalers and

I Congress wants to adjourn and the 
business men of the country want con­ 
gress to adjourn. 
The president is 
standing out and the presumption is 
'th a t tile people of the country will stand 
with him and support him in the de­ 
mand that congress finish the business 
of the session before it adjourns and 
leaves the senators and members free 
to go home and seek re-election. 
A member of the bouse told me the 
other day that be had a petition ap­ 
proved by nil the banks of bls state, 
which is south of Mason’s and Dixon’s 
line and therefore largely Democratic, 
requesting that congress adjourn and 
nasa no more legislation relating to 
business. 
He also bad a petition front 
the newspapers of the state, three- 
fourths of whom are Democrats, along 
4he same lines. 
The presumption is 
that business generally Is asking that 
congress adjourn. 
The president seems to be as firm 
as he was last summer when congress 
wanted to adjourn without passing the 
currency bill. 
Ile kept them here and 
merged the special session into the 
regular session. 
That may happen 
with this session and the second regu­ 
lar session which begins the first Mon­ 
day in December 
Second Class Mail Rate* 
The proposition to legislate in regard 
to railway mail pay also brings up tile 
question as to whether an increase in 
second class rates will not be coupled 
with the proposed legislation. 
Senator 
Cummins of Iowa recently called at­ 
tention to the fact that fumier Post­ 
master General Hitchcock bad assert­ 
ed that tile present second class rate 
was a subsidy to the newspapers and 
periodicals. The senator was endeavor­ 
ing to show* that free tolls for Ameri­ 
can ships was no more inlquitious be­ 
cause it was called a subsidy than that 
which was given to newspapers and 
periodicals under the present laws nor 
any more than the large appropriations 
which are given for agricultural pur­ 
poses. 
At the same time the senator 
insisted th at the present rate on second 
class m atter was a good thing. 
McAdoo Caught On. 
It seems that a number of banks 
were found to be short of gold coin and 
gold certificates necessary to comply 
with the new currency law. 
Conse­ 
quently these banks sent quantities of 
one. two and five dollar bills to the 
treasury 
department 
and 
requested 
that in exchange for them they be giv­ 
en tens and twenties. 
The bankers 
happened to know that in the treasury 
at that particular time the only tens 
and twenties were greenbacks or gold 
certificates. 
The result was that the 
bauks received these “good as gold” 
notes and were ready for the currency 
act. 
In time Secretary McAdoo got 
wise. Ile saw w hat was going on, and 
he gave directions for an immediate 
emergency printing of ten dollar silver 
certificates with which to meet the de­ 
mand from the banks that were get­ 
ting paper currency as good as gold. 
Some Good Jobs. 
Congress bas decided to appropriate 
$1 0 0 ,0 0 0 for commercial attaches for 
the department of commerce who will 
be sent into foreign lands to investi­ 
gate conditions relating to manufac­ 
turing, industries and trade. This will 
provide nice jobs and good vacations 
for quite a number of “good men and 
true.” 
For many years all the availa­ 
ble commercial information has been 
gathered up by the present consular 
service and would no doubt continue 
to do this work. 
But it is not the first 
time that foreign berths have been 
provided for faithful party workers. 
The Republicans looked after their 
own workers in this regard when they 
were in power. 
Gallinger Had Better Watch Out. 
Senator Overman of North Carolina 
has introduced a bill, coupled with an 
appropriation, for the erection of a 
memorial to Walter Raleigh in tile city 
of Raleigh. 
He will get it, too, if 
Senator Gallinger does not watch it. 
It has been the complaint of Senator 
Gallinger that North Carolina hasbeen 
able to get about four monuments to 
one accorded to New Hampshire. The 
New Hampshire senator never looked 
into the matter deep or he would have 
discovered that in tile house of repre­ 
sentatives North Carolina bad a mem­ 
ber on the committee which bandied 
these matters and never allowed the 
Tar II eel State to get left.
